TO THE VILLAGE TAX PAYER. 

When it cemes to the question of 
taxes it secms that the tax payers 
ary inclined to blame the assessor Jor 
high taxes and, as this is al] wrong, 
and to throw light on the subject it 
is the aim of this letter. 

First I] must emphasize that the 
assessor has nothing to do with de- 
termining the amount of taxes to be 
spread,-no more than any other tax 
payer in our village. This is’a mat- 
ter wholly in the hands of our coun- 
cil, At the proper time the finance 
eommittee of the council, which con- 
sists of three members of the coun- 
cil, determines upon the necessary 
amounts to be raised for the various 
funds and after the report has been 
read, at the council meeting it is fi- 
nally disposed of by the council. By 
so doing the assessor is instructed to 
spread the taxes thus set down. 

There has been a rumor that the 
highest taxes ever levied in our yil- 
lage is about to come to pass. All 
inquiries I have promptly referred to 
our president, and those who are in- 
terested I will advise to be present 
at the next council meeting Monda 
June 4th, as this is the proper place 
to talk business. 

Much misunderstanding could be 
avoided if tax payers would attend the 
meeting at the time when taxes 
are discussed. I think it would ere- 
ate a better feeling between coun- 
ci] and tax payer; and as we are all 
interested in knowing how much 
money it will take to defray the ex- 
penses in the different departments, 
a visit to the meeting would be the 
proper thing,

GREECE WANTS CLAIM SETTLED 


Will Withdraw from Conference 
Uniess Satisfaction Is 
Guaranteed 


Constantinople—The Turkish gov- 
eroment Thursday officially notified 
the Allles that ships are prohibited 
from approaching the Turkish coast 
after sundown. The Turkish outposts 
are instructed to fire upon ships vio- 
lating this order. 

The Allies officially have informed 
the Turks that diplomatic representa- 
tions have been made to Athens to 
prevent the Greeks from carrying out 
their threats. 


However, the Turks do not expect 
great effects from the allied proteat 
to Athens, remembering that the 


Greek leaders ignored the allied ap- 
peals to save the lives of the former 
ministers. 


Lausanne- M. Venizelos grimly 
notified the Allied delegates that 
Greece is withdrawing from the con- 
ference, resuming liberty of action, 
unless given satisfaction. 

By liberty of action the Greek 
Jeader means the army wills march 
upon eastern Thrace and Constanti- 
nople. 

What the military government of 
Greece demands is that the Turkish 
claims of reparations on account of 
the devastation done during the 
Greek retreat in Anatolia be entirely 
withdrawn or cancelled against the 
Greek claims, and that this under- 
standing be inseribed in the treaty 
before the conference 
ther, 

In face of the gathering war clouds 
the allied delegates at Lausanne have 
absolutely failed to reach a solution 
and the two opponents are further 
apart than ever before.

ILLINOIS MEN WIN BONUS 


Supreme Court Uphoids Act Providing 
for the Allowance of Fifty 
Cents Per Day. 


The close relation existing between 
the services of the individual soldier 
of the World war and the general wel- 
fure of the state gives rise to a clalm 
appealing tu a unlversa) sense of fair- 
ness and justice, declured the opinion 
of the Supreme court of Ulinols ip up- 
holding the Luuus act of that state. 
The court wes ununimous on the con- 
stltutionality of the act and by this 
decision puves the way for 300,000 ex- 
service men aud women to obtain a 
state bonus. 

The Ilinvis act provides for the 
payment of 50 cents per day for each 
duy of service in the army, navy or 
murine corps. The muximnum payment 
which any veterun may draw is $300, 
To pay the veterans a bond issue of 
$55,000,000 has been made and will be 
sold immediately. Palmer D. Ed- 
munds, chief clerk of the bourd which 
passes on the bonus applications, has 
estimated that payment will begim 
about July J, and tiaat the former sol- 
diers will be pufd at the rate of ape 
proximately 24,000 a month. Apptica+ 
tiens to the number of 220,000 are ak 
ready on file with the board. 

The case in Supreme court, a 
“friendly suit’ brought by the father 
of a Legion man of Springfield, IL, 
attracted much attention. It was the 
contention of the attorneys for the ap- 
pellants that the law violated the con- 
stitution by granting extra compensa- 
tion after public service had been 
rendered. ~ 

The opinion of the court, written by 
Chief Justice Thompson, and without 
a dissenting vete, held that the recipi- 
ents of compensation in the case did 
not come within this specification of 
the constitution, They, the opinion 
said, do nat stand in the relation of a 
pullie officer, agent, servant or con- 
tractor of, or with the state, and “that 
the section has no application: here.” 

The activity of the American Legion 
fn assisting the securing of the passage 
of the Ilinois act is well known. The 
organization was ealled on to write 
the act and was at all times active in 
moving toward its passage. On the 
eve of the election ty which the voters 
of the state approved the bond issue 
to pay compensation, the organization 
staged a demonstration throughout the 
siate that won thousands of votes. 
Under advice of the Legion, the ruling 
was made by the bonus board that all 
serviee should -be compensated at the 
specified rate until 1920. The previous 
aeceptance had been for service ae 
tually rendered before the armistice. 


USED FLOUR TO ‘RAISE DOUGH’ 


Unique Money-Raising Plan Successful- 
ly Carried Out by Waukegan 
(IL) Legion Auxitiary. 

By use of a unique funding plan, the 
American Legion Auxiliary at Wauke- 
gan, Tl, has succeeded in providing 
ciub-room furniture for the Legion post 
of that city. Little expense was in- 


curred in the exampaign and the Indies 


were able to deliver a sufficient fund to 
the Inembers of the Legion to complete 
ly equip the elubrooins. 

A hovse-to-louse canvass was made 
by the auxiliary women in the interest 
ef a certain brand of flour. When a 
Wankegun woman was impressed by 
the “canvass"’—and they usually were 
—they placed an order for a bag of 
flour. to be delivered at a future date. 

On every barrel of flour sold the 
workers received $1, the goal being set 
at $1,000, which It is sald was realized 
within a short time. Incidentally, Wau- 
kegan grocers were forced to lay in a 
large stock of the flour to care for the 
demands from the result of the sollel- 
tation of the workers,

Special Memorial Services Conducted 
by Legion in Honor of Victims 
of Sea Warfare. 

Those Americans who perished at 
sea during the World war were paid 
fitting tribute on Memotial day by the 
American Legion. Hundreds of Ameri- 
cans went down as sea yictims of the 
submarine and thelr unmarked graves 

were remembered. 

On the Ticonderoga alone 213 brave 
Americans went down, and scores of 
others perished in a similar manner. 

Recognition of the sallor’s part in the 
war was paid by numerous posts of the 
Legion when the members set adrift 
barks of flowers in memory of those 
who perished at sea, now resting in 
waveswept graves,
